For several ye us, in fact ever since 


the international treaty, the question 
of what would prevent tbe Chinese 
from over-running the country to 
the exclusion of the whites, h is agi- 
tated* the public mind. 
But at 


last, it would seem to us, the quas- 
tion is in a fair way to solve itself. 
The immense tide of immigrants that 
are now wending their way to this 
coast, must be fed. In a period of 
sixty days 12,000 immigrants ar- 
rived overland, and this is bat the 
commencement of the rush. Before 
this unexpected influx shall cease at 
leiibt 30,000 will be added to the pop- 
ulation of Nevada and California, 
and they have come with the inten 
tion of remaining. They are for the 
most part poor and must get work 
soon after their arrival, or suffer 
from want, hence if they can not get 
white labor's wages they will work 
for less—even Chinese wages, before 
starve. Thus the Johns will be met 
on their only vtntage ground. We 
do not want to see wages crime down, 
for they are now only at decent liv-

A 8>4 and Fatal Accident. 


The Trnokee Republican of the 28th 


says: 


At about seven 'o'clock on Monday 


an accident occurred on the railroad 
track in the first snow shed east of 
town. A gang of section men were 
going down the track on a hand ear, 
taking behind it a flat or "robber" 
car. loaded with abont fifty ties. The 
grade is so steep that tbe breaks 
were applied to regulate the speed, 
which at that time was between 
twelve and fifteen miles au hour. 
There were seven men on the hand 
car, beside the tools. An iron bar 
was lying near the front end of the 
hand car and was in danger of fall- 
ing off when one of the men stooped 
over to secure it. The lever that is 
used to propel the car struck the 
man twice anil knocked him off the 
ear. 
He fell with his hvad ami 


shoulders across 
the 
rail. 
The 


wheels struck him, cutting off his. 
left arm, so tnat it bung only by the 
skin, and smashing in the chest. 
His neck wan broken and hia head 
was badly bruised. 
Both the hand 


car and the flat car passed over him. 
The men were all thrown from the 
car, and the car thrown into the 
ditch au J completely wrecked, break- 
ing wheels and axles. The flat car 
wus stopped about the length of two 
rails beyond whure the man fell. 
The ties were thrown off anil two of 
the men were fonnd under them. 
One, 
Henry Shields, received a heavy 


braise in his forehead and several 
scratches about his face. The other, 
Patrick Bowen, received bruises on 
his side, hip and hands. Another 
by the name of James Cowie, had 
his leg hurt. At the time of the ac- 
cident, the men state that one of 
them had been applying the brake 
for 200 yards to check their speed, 
but it was not in good order and did 
not control the car as it ought to 
have done. The deceased man name 
was Henry Strobeck. 
He has not 


been in the employ of the company 
long, and was a strainer here.
